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WEATHER BUREAU 30-DAY OUTLOOK 


DECEMBER 1962 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for December calls for temperatures to average 
above seasonal normals over the eastern half of the Nation, below normal west of 
the Continental Divide, and near normal over the western Plains. A reversal of 
this temperature pattern may set in during the latter part of the month and there- 
by restore the prevailing fall pattern of warm in the West and cold in the East. 
Precipitation is expected to exceed normal over much of the Nation except for 
Subnormal amounts over the northern Plains and near normal over the Northeast, 
Appalachian region and Western Plateau States.

WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING DECEMBER 3 


The combination of a stationary high pressure cell over a major portion of the 
eastern one-half of the Nation and a persistent storm off the south Atlantic 
coast led to unusual weather during the week. The offshore storm produced a 
blocking effect on weather traffic as it hovered near the southeast coast until 
the final day, when it began a definite eastward retreat, taking the strong, 
high tide-producing winds seaward. From Maryland southward, beach erosion was 
the most serious damage. Daily rains in the eastern counties of North Carolina 
produced excessive totals, with 11.06 inches at Cape Hatteras. A reported 
$95,000 damage was inflicted on the seawall at Jacksonville, Florida. Heavy 
rains in southern Georgia and northern Florida totaled to as much as 6.00 inches 
for the week near Brunswick, Georgia. 


Temperature averages to 9° below normal in Florida, from the cool, northerly flow 
around the storm, seemed to have ample compensation over the remainder of the 
country, except along the West Coast States where averages were Slightly below 
normal, A warm flow from the Gulf of Mexico moved over the Plains and Mississippi 
Valley States, leaving most of its moisture in the southern Great Plains. Daily 
temperatures were high enough to rid the north central areas of the snow cover 
and lake and river ice that had previously accumulated. The largest weekly 
departure of 26° above normal was at International Falls, Minnesota, where the 
normal for the period is 15°. Many record highs were set as the mild air spanned the 
country from the Rockies to the Appalachians and nearly to the Gulf. Rochester, 
Minnesota, logged its third daily consecutive record=—high temperature on 

December 1, when a 62° maximum broke the old December record of 48° set in 1912. 


Little or no rain fell north of a line from Delaware to the central Rockies, then 
southwestward across southern California. However, almost daily precipitation in 
the Pacific Northwest, northern California, and inland into the northern Rocky 
Mountains left snow at many colder locales. Midweek reports from Dillon and 
Butte, Montana, gave 7 inches of snow cover at these sites, but was little 
compared to the 4- to 6-foot reports from higher elevations of the Cascades in 
Washington. Heavy to excessive rains fell in coastal areas of the Pacific North- 
west, and Medford, Oregon, recorded 5.33 inches for the period. Generally mild, 
cloudy, and wet describes the week in the Texas, Oklahoma, and southeastern 
Kansas region. Rains totaling over 5 inches fell in Texas at San Antonio and 
Port Arthur. A thunderstorm in the same State, just south of Pecos, left golf 
ball-size hail. (Summary supplied by U. S. Weather Bureau). 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


GREENB UG (Toxoptera graminum) - NEW MEXICO - Averaged 6-12 per linear foot in 
small grain fields near Roswell, Chaves County, and in Dona Ana County. (N. M. 
Coop. Rpt.). TEXAS - Few found in scattered small grain fields in north 
central area; no threat presently. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - Found in 
most fields checked in Payne and Lincoln Counties; counts remain very light. 
Locally light in Cleveland County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ARKANSAS - Not found 
in fields checked in Washington County. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - ALABAMA - Light in 4 fields of wheat 
and rye in Escambia and Baldwin Counties; all forms present but average less 
than 1 percent in fields examined. (Buttram). NEW MEXICO - Occasionally light 
to moderate in barley fields in Chaves County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum granarium) - ARKANSAS - Counts increased in 
northwestern area; 75-100 per 100 sweeps. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


APPLE GRAIN APHID (Rhopalosiphum fitchii) - OKLAHOMA - Locally light in King- 
fisher County in barley; none noted in small grains checked in Payne and Lincoln 
Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - ARKANSAS - Counts run 200-300 per 100 sweeps in 
legumes in northwestern area. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - ARIZONA - Injury to 
alfalfa continues at lower elevations. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Remains 
about same in alfalfa fields in Mesilla and Pecos Valleys; averaged 6-10 per 25 
sweeps in Pecos Valley and 4-12 per 25 sweeps in Mesilla Valley. (N. M. Coop. 
Rpt.). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - NEBRASKA - Adult activity very notice- 
able on corn plants in northeast and eastern areas. (Bergman). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - FLORIDA - Infested sweet corn at Pahokee, 
Palm Beach County, November 19, 21. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - ARIZONA - This species and unspecified cut- 
worms continue to plague newly planted and older plantings of alfalfa in Maricopa, 
Pinal and Yuma Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - ARKANSAS - Counts very low in 
northwestern area; fewer than 100 per sweep. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Very 
light counts in alfalfa in Cleveland County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - 
Sample collections as of October 22 indicate the following, per 100 sweeps: 
Charles Mix County, 57 (18 adult parthenogenetic forms and 20 adult oviparous 
forms}; Bon Homme County, 107 (16 parthenogenetic and 28 oviparous). (Spawn). 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Zeadiatraea grandiosella) - OKLAHOMA - Infested 100 
percent of several corn fields checked in southwestern counties; specimens 


identified as summer form. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


A SCARAB (Cylococephla sp.) - NEBRASKA - Larval counts approximately 25 per 
Square foot in bluegrass lawn August 26 in Lincoln, Lancaster County. (Manglitz). 


A SPRINGTAIL (Hypogastrura matura) - CALIFORNIA - Nymphal populations heavy in 
pasture grass soil in Fresno, Fresno County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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FRUIT INSECTS 


CITRUS BLACKFLY (Aleurocanthus woglumi) - MEXICO - Chemical Control Zone - 
Inspection of 90,240 citrus trees on 1,450 properties revealed no infestations 
in this zone in the States of Nuevo Leon, Tamaulipas, Sonora and Baja California. 
Eradicative program completed in the State of Nuevo Leon; 68 host trees treated 
second time and 75,246 trees treated third time, 14,865 of latter number were 
nursery trees. Biological Control Zone - Inspection of 38,066 citrus trees on 
20 properties in southern Tamaulipas revealed 1,191 trees infested on 18 proper- 
ties. Treatments applied in 2 groves in Padilla area, Tamaulipas, to reduce 
heavy infestations. Reports from 8 states in this zone indicate necessity of 
parasite liberations on 18 properties and the possibility of captures on 46 
properties. Capture of 153,800 specimens of a parasitic eulophid (Prospaltella 
opulenta) in the States of Michoacan, Campeche, Tamaulipas, Sonora and San Luis 
Postosi made. Total of 152,500 P. opulenta were shipped to Simojovel, Chiapas, 
for liberation. (PPC, Mex. Reg., Oct. Rpt.). 


A SNOW SCALE (Unaspis citri) - FLORIDA - Ranged light to moderate on Citrus 
Sinensis at Plymouth, Orange County, November 19. This grove about 25-30 years

MEXICAN FRUIT FLY (Anastrepha ludens) - MEXICO - Seventh and final treatment 
completed during October within the City of Tijuana; treatment involved 5,291 
host and shade trees on 1,339 properties in an area of 1,490 acres. (PPC, Mex. 
Reg.). 


A FLAT MITE (Brevipalpus phoenicis) - FLORIDA - Severe on Murcott orange 
(Citrus reticulata X sinensis) at Windermere, Orange County (November Q). 
(Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


A RUST MITE (Aculus pelekassi) - FLORIDA - Light on Citrus spp. at Citra 
(November 8) and at Electra (November 20), Marion County; and severe on Citrus 
reticulata at Groveland, Lake County (November 14). (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


A PSYCHID (Oiketicus abbotii) - FLORIDA - Based on previous rearings, probably 
this species, causing heavy damage in 22-acre avocado grove near Pahokee, Palm 
Beach County (November 26). Many trees showing serious amount of defoliation. 
Det. by W. G. Genung. (Everglades Expt. Sta., Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


PECAN WEEVIL (Curculio caryae) - NORTH CAROLINA - Present in pecans in Beaufort 
County. (Robertson). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - FLORIDA - Ranged light to 
moderate on peach at Groveland, Lake County (November 13). Burrows in stems of 
young peaches at ground level accompanied by much "jelly." (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


PACIFIC SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus pacificus) - CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy on bark 
and trunks of apricot trees in Hollister, San Benito County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae medium and damaging 
lettuce plantings in Mendota area, Fresno County; medium on lettuce and romain 
in Indio, Riverside County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). ARIZONA - Injuring lettuce in 
Yuma County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


DIAMONDBACK MOTH (Plutella maculipennis) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae caused medium 
damage to lettuce plantings in El Centro, Imperial County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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TOMATO FRUITWORM (Heliothis zea) - ARIZONA - Injuring lettuce in Yuma County. 
(Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


CABBAGE APHID (Brevicoryne brassicae) - ALABAMA - Light on rutabagas and turnips; 
ranged 0-4 per square inch of leaf surface; all forms present. No apparent 
damage observed in 10-acre field in Baldwin County. (Buttram). 


CUTWORMS - TEXAS - Undetermined species destroyed a number of home gardens in 
De Witt County. (Texas Coop. Rpt., Smith). 


PICKLEWORM (Diaphania nitidalis) - FLORIDA - Infesting Squash in Immokalee, 
Collier County, Nov. 15. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


SWEETPOTATO WEEVIL (Cylas formicarius elegantulus) - Inspection of farm storage 
negative in Madison County, TEXAS, and only 60 percent of that found in 1961 
season in San Augustine and Trinity Counties. Field surveys in LOUISIANA of 
approximately 7,000 bushels of sweetpotatoes indicate 41 new infestations in 7 
parishes. New properties found infested in Coffee, Geneva and Houston Counties, 
ALABAMA . Treatment of sweetpotatoes in fields made in 12 FLORIDA counties; 
infestations found in Hamilton, Suwannee and Taylor Counties. Infested proper- 
ties found in Brooks, Thomas and Lowndes Counties, GEORGIA; no specimens found 
in fields where controls used. All surveys in SOUTH CAROLINA negative, with 
el et of collection from wild host in Jasper County. (PPC, So. Reg., Oct. 
Rpt.). 


FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 


BARK BEETLES - VIRGINIA - Total of 127 active infestations of over one-quarter 
acre in size located and mapped from air in Cumberland, Fluvanna, Buckingham, 
Prince Edward and Charlotte Counties; 69 on private land, 58 on State Forest 
land. All infested trees on State Forest property salvaged, and all private 
landowners alerted to infestations on their lands. Dendroctonus spp. active 

in many areas thinned during past summer in Richmond area and in Chesterfield 
County; occasional groups of 5-6 loblolly pines have been killed. D. frontalis 
killed shortleaf pines on small area in Albemarle County, and suspected of 
killing same host on small spot in Campbell County. Dendroctonus spp. infesting 
few shortleaf pines in stand in southwest Pittsylvania County. D. frontalis 
remains active on Eastern Shore although not in alarming numbers; 2 new spot 
infestations involving 10-15 trees each present in Accomack County. Activity 
of this species noted for first time this year in one spot involving 20 loblolly 
pines in Princess Anne County. Additional Dendroctonus spp. activity noted in 
3 loblolly pines in same county. Ips spp. noted in few scattered stands invol- 
ving 5-6 trees each in loblolly and shortleaf pines in Chesterfield County. 

Ips spp. killed loblolly pine on small plot in Loudoun County, and 4-5 trees 
per spot in shortleaf pine stands in Scott County. (Va. For. Pest Rpt., Oct. 
Summ.). TEXAS - D. frontalis decline continued in southwestern area during 
October; detection flights over entire epidemic area showed 9 spots where 
beetle may be active; a few spots considered reinfestations. Mortality of 

Ips avulsus, I. calligraphus and I. grandicollis continued in southeastern 

area and in Bastrop County; damage more severe in drier sites. Dendroctonus 
Spp., primarily D. terebrans, controls initiated on the national forests in 
Jasper, Montgomery, Shelby and Walker Counties. (Texas For. Pest. Comm., 

Oct. Rpt.) 


PALES WEEVIL (Hylobius pales) - VIRGINIA - This species, or associated spécies, 
apparently responsible for scattered seedling mortality in single spot of lob- 
lolly pines in Bedford County, 20 percent mortality of Virginia pine in one 
spot in Henry County, and 99 percent mortality of Virginia pine seedlings in 
area of Montgomery County. (Va. For. Pest Rpt., Oct. Summ.). 
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AN ALDER FLEA BEETLE (Altica ambiens lateplicata) - CALIFORNIA - Adults medium 
on alder trees in Descanso, San Diego County; active longer this year than 
normally. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A PINE SAWFLY (Neodiprion excitans) - FLORIDA - Second, third and fourth instars 
caused extensive defoliation of loblolly pine over approximately 3,000 acres near 
Silver Springs, Marion County (November 26). Larvae will do considerably more 
feeding before completion of development. Det. by L. A. Hetrick. (Fla. Coop.Sur.). 


PINE SAWFLIES = VIRGINIA - Unspecified species causing moderate defoliation of 
scattered loblolly and Virginia pines in 2 locations in Nelson County; larvae 
active and causing extensive defoliation of few trees in Scotch pine plantation 
in Craig County. Larvae active in 2 plantations of shortleaf and/or loblolly 
pine in Wise County; damage light. (Va. For. Pest Rpt., Oct. Sumn.). 


PINE WEBWORM (Tetralopha robustella) - VIRGINIA - Larvae present on 4 loblolly 
pine plantations in Albemarle County and 3 plantations in Fluvanna County; 
damage light. Caused scattered damage to a loblolly and Virginia pine planta- 
tion in Franklin County. (Va. For. Pest Rpt., Oct. Summ.). 


GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - PENNSYLVANIA - Scouting around positive trap- 
sites in Pike and Monroe Counties revealed one infestation consisting of 12 old 
(hatched) and 2 new egg clusters in town of Milford, Pike County. NEW YORK - 
Single egg mass found in Utica, Oneida County. (PPC, East. Reg., Oct. Rpt.). 


NOTODONTID MOTHS (Datana spp.) - TEXAS - Continue to defoliate live oak, post 
oak and red oaks throughout most of the eastern area. (Texas For. Pest Comn., 
Oct Rpt.) 


A SESIID MOTH (Paranthrene robiniae) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae of probably this 
species seriously damaging maple trees in Redwood City, San Mateo County. 
(Gailla (Coop. Rpte) 


PINE NEEDLE SCALE (Phenacaspis pinifoliae) - FLORIDA - Ranged light to moderate 
on heavy growth of Pinus spp. saplings along ditch bank at Winter Haven, Polk 
County- late, Coophesure,.Oct..as) 


A GRASSHOPPER (Schistocerca vaga) - CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy on hibiscus and 
poinsettias in Campbell, Santa Clara County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


FULLER ROSE BEETLE (Pantomorus godmani) - CALIFORNIA - Medium on leaves of 
azaleas in Paradise, Butte County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


NARCISSUS BULB FLY (Lampetia equestris) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on amaryllis bulbs 
in El Sobrante, Contra Costa County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


AN APHID (Aphis pseudohederae) - DELAWARE - Abundant on Boston ivy locally in 
New Castle County; mainly confined to new growth. (Burbutis). 


TULIP BULB APHID (Anuraphis tulipae) - CALIFORNIA - Nymphs and adults heavy on 
roots and twigs of common fennel (Foeniculum vulgare) in Pittsburg, Contra Costa 
Counity,.. (Cal. (Coop. Rpt.) - 


GREENHOUSE WHITEFLY (Trialeurodes vaporariorum) - CALIFORNIA - Nymphs and adults 
heavy on local gardenia plants in Sacramento, Sacramento County. (Cal. Coop. 
Rpt. 


Coccids in Florida - Protopulvinaria pyriformis collected in Mimusops elengi 
at Boynton Beach, Palm Beach County (Nov. 11), for new host record, by R. A. 


Long. Aonidiella orientalis moderate on 200 Cocos nucifera at Iona, Lee County 


(Nov. 7). Aspidiotus destructor moderate to severe on Ligustrum sp. at Miami 
Beach, Dade County (Nov. 2). Aspidiotus lataniae moderate on Ricinus communis 
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at Frostproof, Polk County (Nov. 7), and light to moderate on Philodendron sp. 
at Plymouth, Orange County (Nov. 20). Ceroplastes floridensis severe on 
Euonymus sp. at Hobe Sound, Martin County (Nov. 9). In Polk County, Chrysom- 
phalus perseae moderate on Pinus spp. at Winter Haven (Oct. 23), Coccus 
‘aeuminatus moderate to severe on Syzygium jambos at Mountain Lake (Oct. 25), 
and Coccus viridis moderate on Quisgqualis indica at Winter Haven (Oct. 26). 
Howardia biclavis light to moderate on Gardenia jasminoides (Oct. 25) and 
Lucuma nervosa (Nov. 6) at St. Petersburg, Pinellas County, and severe on 
Gardenia sp. (Nov. 11) at Okeechobee, Okeechobee County. Ischnaspis longiros- 
tris ranged light to moderate on Ficus rubiginosa at Mountain Lake (Oct. 25) ; 
also severe on Ptychosperma elegans at Sanford, Seminole County (Nov. 9). 
Parlatoria proteus was moderate on Billbergia sp. at this latter location 
(Nov. 6). Pinnaspis strachani ranged moderate to severe on Hibiscus sp. at 
San Antonio, Pasco County (Nov. 7); at Miami Beach (Nov. 13); at De Land, 
Volusia County (Nov. 8); and on Ricinus communis at Frostproof (Nov. 7). 
Pseudaonidia clavigera was moderate on ligustrum, at St. Petersburg (Nov. 19). 
Pseudaulacaspis pentagona was light on Aleurites fordi at Sanford (Nov. 8) ; 
severe on Koelreuteria sp. at Belle Glade, Palm Beach County (Nov. i€), and 
Prunus sp. and Koelreuteria sp. at Jacksonville, Duval County (Nov. 26). 
Pulvinaria psidii infested 150 Mimusops elengi at Boynton Beach (Nov. 7). 
Sur.).

EUONYMUS SCALE (Unaspis euonymi) - OKLAHOMA - Heavy on euonymus plants in 
Stillwater area, Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


BROWN SOFT SCALE (Coccus hesperidum) - OHIO - Heavy on citrus plants in 
greenhouse at Urbana, Champaign County; random selection showed 20-25 per 
leaf with many active crawlers; heavy over past 3 months. (Walker, Lyon). 


CITRUS MEALYBUG (Pseudococcus citri) - OHIO - Heavy on coleus plants in 
floral garden in Bellevue, Sandusky County; adults and crawlers active on 
undersides of leaves. (Neiswander, Lyon). 


A JUNIPER MOTH (Periploca nigra) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae medium in twigs of 
Juniperus sp. in nursery stock in Santa Rosa, Sonoma County. Damage not so 
severe this year; species now occurs over most of the State. (Cale iCoop: 
Rpt.). 


AN OLETHREUTID (Episimus argutanus) - FLORIDA - Moderate on poinsettia 
(Euphorbia sp.) at Tavernier, Monroe County (Novae 6) Gala nCoopa sur.) . 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - FLORIDA - This species and Trichoplusia ni 
infesting 800 chrysanthemum plants at Punta Gorda, Charlotte County (Nova a3). 


(Fla. Coop.Sur.). 


DOGWOOD BORER (Thamnosphecia scitula) - NORTH CAROLINA - Larvae of probably 
this species found in dogwood in Wake County. (Mount). 


THRIPS - CALIFORNIA - Onion thrips (Thrips tabaci), Frankliniella occidentalis, 
F. minuta and Sericothrips sp. heavy on tree burrofat (Isomeris arborae) in 
Little Panoche Creek, Fresno County. (Gal. Coop. Rpt.)!. 


SPRUCE SPIDER MITE (Oligonychus ununguis) - OHIO - Large numbers of overwintering 
eggs observed on Scotch pine twigs from Medina, Medina County.

INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


STATUS OF THE SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) IN THE SOUTHWEST 


During the period November 9-15, a total of 76,400,850 sterile flies was 
released over 73,000 square miles in Texas, 7,000 square miles of the average 
overwintering area of New Mexico, and 10,000 square miles in Mexico along the 
Rio Grande from Laredo to Brownsville. Sterile flies are presently being 
released in quantities to give maximum benefit according to indicated native 
populations in the various zones. The southeastern portion of the release 
area is receiving sterile flies at rate of 400 per square mile. The northern 
region of the release area in Texas - where populations are apparently heavi- 
est - is receiving sterile flies at rate of 1,000 per square mile. The over- 
wintering area in New Mexico, the barrier zone of the Pecos region, and the 
region in Mexico along the Rio Grande from Laredo to Brownsville will receive 
sterile flies at rate of 600 per square mile. A total of 696 Screw-worm cases 
was reported during this period. (Anim. Dis. Erad. Div.). 
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HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - OKLAHOMA - Warmer weather brought rise in 
populations; 25-30 per head noted on untreated beef animals in Stillwater area, 


Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) - OKLAHOMA - Averaged 0.5 per head on animals 
in Stillwater area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.).

FLEAS - IOWA - Fall populations large; controls recommended. (Iowa Ins. Inf.). 


HOG LOUSE (Haematopinus suis) - OHIO —- Moderate to heavy in many hog herds 
throughout Morrow County. (Riggs). OKLAHOMA - Reported on hogs in Cotton, 
Pittsburg, Kiowa and Stephens Counties. (Okla. Coopesure)i 


LONG-NOSED CATTLE LOUSE (Linognathus vituli) - OKLAHOMA - Small numbers observed 
on cattle in Stillwater area, Payne County; noted locally in Stephens County. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


CATTLE LICE - IOWA - Scattered infestations noted; rapid buildup can occur. 
Controls recommended, (Iowa Ins. Inf.). 


WINTER TICK (Dermacentor albipictus) - OKLAHOMA - Heavy on deer "bagged" by hunters 
in Comanche County area; moderate on bison and elk in Comanche County. Caused 
concern to bird dog owners in Pontotoc and Garvin Counties, (Okla. Goopensusep i: 


EAR TICK (Otobius megnini) - IOWA - Reported by 10 veterinarians in various 
portions of the State; species generally thought to be infrequent in State, 
(Iowa Ins. Inf.). 


BLACK-LEGGED TICK (Ixodes scapularis) - OKLAHOMA - Heavy on deer "bagged’ by 
hunters in Comanche County area; reported on bird dogs in Pontotoc and Garvin 
County area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


HOUSEHOLD AND STRUCTURAL INSECTS 


BAMBOO POWDER-POST BEETLE (Dinoderus minutus) - CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy in 
bamboo curtains in residence in Santa Maria, Santa Barbara County. (Cal. Coop. 
Rpt.). 


FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - NEBRASKA - Colony present in residence in Lincoln, 
Lancaster County; reports of overwintering colonies much higher this fall than 
in past seasons. (Bergman). IOWA - Appearing in homes. (Iowa Ins. Inf.). 


BLOW FLIES - NORTH CAROLINA - Larvae of undetermined species collected in 
several rooms of home in Orange County. (Robertson). 


CLUSTER FLY (Pollenia rudis) - OHIO - Abundant in many homes in attics and 
window sills in Morrow County; adults in large numbers annoying. to homeowners. 
(Dalrymple). IOWA - Appearing in homes. (Iowa Ins. Inf.). 


_ BOXELDER BUG (Leptocoris trivittatus) - MARYLAND - Collected on outside of 
buildings in Anne Arundel and Montgomery Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept., Nov. 19, 
24). VIRGINIA - Created a nuisance in several homes in Fredericksburg area. 
(Kash, Nov. 21). NORTH CAROLINA —- A nuisance to a homeowner in Forsyth County.

BROWN-BANDED COCKROACH (Supella supellectilium) - DELAWARE - Light in home in 
northern New Castle County. (MacCreary). 


ORIENTAL COCKROACH (Blatta orientalis) - OHIO - Infested many homes in Franklin 
County during past year. (Blair). 


CARPET BEETLE (Anthrenus scrophulariae) - OHIO - Collected in homes in Marion 
and Franklin Counties; present in refrigerator insulation in home in Columbus, 


Franklin County. (Blair). 
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EARWIGS - ARIZONA - Unspecified species particularly troublesome in homes in 
Phoenix area, Maricopa County, and Tucson area, Pima County, during past week. 
(UNralyz, Como. Sune). 


OLD-HOUSE BORER (Hylotrupes bajulus) - NORTH CAROLINA - Larvae working in ceiling 
joists and door facings of a 6-year-old house in Pitt County. (Robertson). 


BROWN DOG TICK (Rhipicephalus sanguineus) - ALABAMA - Invaded several homes in 
Lee County; populations quite large and troublesome. (Buttram). 


STORED-PRODUCT INSECTS 


CADELLE (Tenebroides mauritanicus) - OHIO - Adults heavy at grain elevator in 
Ashley, Delaware County; found among stacks of pig starter pellets in groups of 
9-10. Many holes observed in paper sacks from larval borings. (Triplehorn, 
Lyon). 


DRUGSTORE BEETLE (Stegobium paniceum) - CALIFORNIA - Medium in dry dog food in 
San Carlos, San Mateo County, and in Sacramento, Sacramento County; and heavy 
in pantry in residence in San Diego, San Diego County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


KHAPRA BEETLE (Trogoderma granarium) - OHIO - Many cast skins observed in 
miscellaneous cargo of a foreign ship at Cleveland. No live specimens found; 
however, inspection at another Lake State port yielded many active adults in 
same cargo. (Fryer, Walker). 


SAW-TOOTHED GRAIN BEETLE (Oryzaephilus surinamensis) - OREGON - Infested stored 
grain and fruit products in a State institution at Salem, Marion County. Food 
loss through contamination set at several hundred dollars. (Schaefer). OHIO - 
Adults very heavy at grain elevator in Ashley, Delaware County; inactive adults 
found on floor, wall and feed sacks. Moderate to heavy during summer. 
(Triplehorn, Lyon). 


INDIAN=MEAL MOTH (Plodia interpunctella) - OREGON - Infested home-stored walnuts 
at several Willamette Valley locations during November. (Capizzi). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


LADY BEETLES - NEW MEXICO - Abundant in alfalfa and small grain fields in 
southern counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). CALIFORNIA - Rodolia cardinalis locally 
light in San Ysidro area, San Diego County. Present all season in many locations 
over State. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). VIRGINIA All stages of Olla abdominalis sobrina 
collected on maple trees locally in Hampton and in Arlington County on November 
19. (Tarpley, Adams). 


A BIG-EYED BUG (Geocorus punctipes) - ARKANSAS - Ranged 10-12 per 100 sweeps in 
northwestern area. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


DAMSEL BUGS - NEW MEXICO - Abundant in alfalfa and small grain. fields in 
southern counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


GREEN LACEWINGS - NEW MEXICO - Abundant in alfalfa and small grain fields in 
southern counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


PARASITIC HYMENOPTERONS - ARKANSAS - Various species continue active in legumes 
and small grains. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 
MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


IMPORTED FIRE ANT (Solenopsis saevissima richteri) - Treatment block in Union 
Parish, LOUISIANA, completed. Appraisal surveys in some of the older treated 
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areas.in the State indicated good control. Inspection in 6 counties in TENNESSEE 
negative. Area of infestation found in Jasper County, SOUTH CAROLINA, near 

the Savannah River. Initial infestation found in Douglas County, GEORGIA, 

during October. Treatment of 2 schoolyards in Hillsborough County, FLORIDA, 
necessary to control colonies. (PPC, So. Reg., Oct. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - 
See surveyed in McCurtain and Le Flore Counties negative. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). 


EUROPEAN CHAFER (Amphimallon majalis) - Control applications completed in 8 
upstate counties in NEW YORK; approximately 205 acres treated. Treatments of 
new nursery planting areas in Newark district completed.

JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - Treatment applied to areas in Knox, Morgan, 
Sullivan, Monroe, Anderson and Hamilton Counties, TENNESSEE; most acreage 
involved in Knox and Morgan Counties. (PPC, So. Reg., Oct. Rpt.). Treatment 

in area in Duluth, St. Louis County, MINNESOTA, where single adult collected, 
completed October 24.

WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES (Graphognathus spp.) - Treatment of Hamilton County 
infestation in TENNESSEE completed. Small extensions and new infestations found 
in several counties in NORTH and SOUTH CAROLINA; infestation at a sand and 
gravel company in Anson County, North Carolina, treated. Small infestation 
found and treated in Tift County, GEORGIA, and an extension of a known infesta- 
tion in Seminole County, involving approximately 700 acres, found during October. 
Treatment of area at Foley, Baldwin County, ALABAMA, completed. Delimiting 
survey in Chambers County revealed no spread. (PPC, So. Reg., Oct. Rpt.). 


PUMPKIN CATERPILLAR (Diaphania indica) - FLORIDA - Collected in Steiner trap: 
at Leesburg, Lake County, November 15. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


A LAND SNAIL (Succinea campestris) - OREGON - Infested orange tree nursery stock 
in nursery in Portland, Multnomah County; species native to Florida and West 
Indies. Det. by G. Dallas Hanna. (Capizzi).

INTERCEPTIONS OF SPECIAL INTEREST AT U. S. PORTS OF ENTRY 


Some important interceptions that were reported September 30, 1962, by the Plant 
Quarantine Division, ARS, USDA, follow. These reports are based on the identifi- 
cations received from Federal taxonomists at the U. S. National Museum during 
the month, but do include any of special interest from recent months that were 
not previously reported. 


CITRUS BLACKFLY (Aleurocanthus woglumi Ashby) 3 times in baggage; once each at 
Miami, Florida; El Paso, Texas; and Chicago, Illinois. 


MEXICAN FRUIT FLY (Anastrepha ludens (Loew)) (or probably this species) 90 times 
from Mexico; in stores 14 times, cargo one time and baggage 75 times at various 
ports in Texas, Arizona, California, and at New York, New York,Chicago, Illinois, 
and Tampa, Florida. 


A WEEVIL (Apion sp., probably carduorum Kirby) (important pest of artichokes in 
Mediterranean area) in mail at New York, New York. 


APPLE PITH MOTH (Blastodacna atra (Haw.)) (widespread in Europe) in baggage at 
New York, New York. 


PEACH FRUIT MOTH (Carposina niponensis Wlsm.) (a fruit borer of apple, peach, 
pear, etc., in Japan, Korea and China) in stores at Seattle, Washington, and at 
Honolulu, Hawaii. 


MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT FLY (Ceratitis capitata (Wied.)) 31 times; 11 times in 
stores, one time in mail and 19 times in baggage. Destined for California (6), 
New York (7), Texas (1), Connecticut (1), Michigan (1), Massachusetts (2), New 
Jersey (1) and Puerto Rico (1). Intercepted at New York, New York, 15 times; at 
Tampa, Florida, one time; at Miami, Florida, 2 times; at San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
one time; at Mobile, Alabama, one time; at Boston, Massachusetts, 3 times; at 
McGuire AFB, New Jersey, one time; at Houston, Texas, one time; and at Honolulu, 
Hawaii, 6 times. 
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ASIATIC RICE BORER (Chilo suppressalis (Walk.)) in stores at Corpus Christi, 
Texas. 


AFRICAN SWEETPOTATO WEEVIL (Cylas puncticollis Boh.) 5 times in feed for 
animal cargo; Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 4 times and Norfolk, Virginia, one 
time. 


A FRUIT FLY (Dacus sp., probably cucurbitae Coq.) twice in stores at San Diego, 
California. 


ORIENTAL FRUIT FLY (Dacus dorsalis Hend.) (or probably this species) 14 times 
(in baggage 13 times and in mail once); at Honolulu, Hawaii, 13 times and San 
Pedro, California, one time. 


A NOCTUID (Gortyna flavago (Schiff.)) (a pest of artichokes in the Mediterranean 
region) twice in stores at New York, New York. 


LARGE WHITE BUTTERFLY (Pieris brassicae (L.)) in stores at Duluth, Minnesota. 


AN ANDEAN POTATO WEEVIL (Premnotrypes latithorax Pierce) in baggage at Miami, 
Florida. 


EUROPEAN CHERRY FRUIT FLY (Rhagoletis cerasi (L.)) (or probably this species) 
45 times (24 times in stores and 21 times in baggage); at New York, New York, 
29 times; at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 3 times; at San Juan, Puerto Rico, 

one time; at San Pedro, California, 7 times; at Boston, Massachusetts, 3 times; 
and at Chicago, Illinois, 2 times. 


WHITE GARDEN SNAIL (Theba pisana (Miller))4 times with general cargo; 2 times 
each at Charleston, South Carolina, and at New York, New York. 


KHAPRA BEETLE (Trogoderma granarium Everts) 5 times; at New York, New York, one 
time in cargo of gum tragacanth; at Houston, Texas, 3 times in ships' holds; and 
at Corpus Christi, Texas, one time in stores. 


HOLLYHOCK SEED MOTH (Pexicopia malvella (Hbn.)) (pest of hollyhock in England 
and of certain wild Malvaceae in parts of Europe and USSR; association with 
cotton reported from USSR) in baggage at New York, New York. This is first 
Division of Plant Quarantine interception of this species. 
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
